Ni¥E HUNDRED POUNDS OF COTTON STOLEN.—
‘Information j¥as lodged at the detective office
last Sunday by the overseer of Captain Cordes'
plantation, on the Ashley Rlver, ten miles above
the city, that some negroes had been stealing cot-
ton., OfMcers Lovett, Truall and Hernandez were
detafled to attend to the case, and on Tuesday
mornlng they visited the plantation and found
that the thieves had pulled a plank out of the
fooring of the gin hovse, and through this hole
had taken out about nine hundrod pounds of sea
{sland cotton. They made some inquirles,
and finally one of the negroes, Adam Gra-
ham, employed upon the plantation, stated
that he and John Glbbes and Jack Merral
had stolen the cotton. The oMcers arrested them
and brought them to the detective office, They
confessed that they had stolen the cotton and
-gold 1t to John Mappus, of the firm of Buck &
Mdppus, at the 8ix-mile House. Mappus was ar-
rested and carded before Maglstrate Kanapaux,
who required him to give $1000 security to appear
before the State Court. The negroes have been
committed to jall to awalt trial

A search warrant was [ssued by Magistrate
Mackey, and the cotton found at Buck & Mappus'
store and brought to the city. *

JUDGE PHATT'S ANTICS.—The Edgefleld Adver-
tiser notices the outrageous proceedings of Judge
Platt In the case of the Addisons, mentioned some
days ago {n the correspondence of THE NEWS,
and adds:

On ﬁouda;r afternoon, however, Judge Platt
withdrew his order, and sowed forgiveness broad-
cast, stating that he hod never Intended to en-
forge these orders, but simply itesired to ventilate
thﬁm that he wonld notice a contempt of court
from any person. And withdrawing these orders
is the vr{geut thing he has done this court. Thus
the little sensation scene terminated.

ARREST OF TWO SWINDLERS.

An Account of Some of their Transac-
tions.

On Monday lasf, Lientenant Philjppy, of the
detective force, received a telegram from Savan-
nah requesting him to be on the lookout for two
men, named, respectively, J. Bergman and W. D.
Westlake. The next night Oficers Coates and
Levy succeeded In arresting them, and they, with
their trunks, are now in the detcetive oftice.

In one of thelr trumks was a copy of the Savan-
nah Republican, of date October 10iL, in the local
column of which was an a®ticle stating that “two
Yankees, one calling himself W. D. Westlake and
the other J. Bergman, arrived at the Pulaskl
House on the 20th ultimo,with a very large, heavy
trank, which taxed the capacities of two stalwart
porters to the utmost extent to take it to the room
which they had engaged. They proceeded to carty
out a plan which they had formed toswindle the
merchants and business men of Savannah. .They
proposed to get upa large advertising sheet in
which the business cards of the merchants were
to be inserted for & consideration, which adver-
tising sheet they engaged to post up at three
thousand railroad statlons.

“They also went to the job office of Mr, Purse,
and contracted with him to print the advertising
sheets for them. It also appears that they had
an empty trunk at the railroad depot, to which
they were gradually transferring the contents of
the trunk at the Pulaski House, They succeeded
in bleeding the merchants to the amount of some
three hundred doliars, for inserting their business
cards in their advertising sheet. Yesterday,
some gentleman thought he “smelt o mice," aud
went to Mr. Purse and ascertained that these
Yankees had only contracted for the printing of

two hundred of their advertising The
swindlers, finding that their rascality was about
tobe disclosed, left for*parts unknown, with all
the ‘money collected and without paying their
hotel bill or paying Mr. Purse for prffting, and
after sending the trunk at the railroad depot to
Charleston.”

Oficers Coates and Levy looked for these men
all day Monday and Tuesday, and learned that
they had registered at the Pavillon Hotel, Vie-
toria Hounse and at other places, Bergman as
Watson, and agaln as Leland, of Memphis, and
Westlake as Hardy, of New Orleans; and that
after remaining at & hoase for a day or two, they
departed without putting the proprietors to the
trouble of signing thelr names and putting a
stamp upon documents generally known as re-
ceipta, Tuesday night Omcer Coates discovered
them in a bar-room, opposite the theatre, and
notified OfMcer Levy. Omcer Coates arrested
Bergman, while Ofcer Levy took charge of
Westlake, who succeeded in making his escape
fror his custodian, who has just recovered from
from & severe attack of sickness. Bergman was
locked up and a search commenced for Westlake.
About 1 o'clock he was found by Oficer Coates, At
a private boaruing house on East Bay, in bed
with some children. He had left his room and
gone to theims.

The accused are decently dressed, and have two
large trunks filled with clothing, books, pletures,
varlons advertising medloms and the like. They
commenced to canvass for advertisements here,
and succeeded In obtalnning a few. They claim to
be South but are evidently Northerners.
They take imprisonment very coolly, and
seem to think that It is very funny. Oneof them,
Westlake, has & let.er from & man signing himself
a8 assoclate editor of the New Orleans Times, ap
pointing him special correspondent, \.hich Is
donbtless a forgery, like the credentlals certify-
Ing that he is an express agent.
